OILS. 


Opinion in the city is not very favourable 
to Oil shares just now. The dividend and new 
capital announcements of the Shell and Royal 
Dutch Companies were encouraging, and in 
certain quarters the belief is strongly enter- 
tained that Mexican Eagle Common will, in 
due course, reach £2. Hitherto it has been 
impossible to maintain any improvement, 
owing to the liquidation on Continental 
account. Certain foreign operators have 
been badly hit by the collapse of the Loewen- 
stein securities, and probably have been 
forced to sell Oil shares. and anything else 
that was easily marketable. The improving 
tendency of prices of crude oi] in America 
may be taken as encouraging, but, in the 
opinion of some, this development should 
really be regarded as a bear point, beeause 
a substantial rise in prices would stimulate 
production afresh and thus produce a repeti- 
tion of the excess supplies from which the 
market has suffered so much in the last 
year or two. Meanwhile the position as re- 
gards price-cutting in India is still rather 
obscure, though it is periodically stated that 
the war is definitely over. | 


KAFFIRS. 


Another section which has been adversely 
affected by the weaknéss of some Continental 
Bourses is that for South African Mining 
and Finance Shares. Apart from such 
weakening influence, the British public is, 
probably, kept ont of the market by the 
statements made at intervals that a short- 
age on the Rand is threatened. But labour 
is not a new problem, and in the past it 
has beén more acute than it is likely to 
be now. The worst phase was reached many 
years ago, when the companies felt com- 
pelled to recruit Chinese coolies. and then 
the matter became almost a political ques- 
tion. Since that time there has been a 
better organisation of natives from other 
parts of Africa, and the opinion may be ex. 
pressed that a very acute shortage is not 
likely. Meanwhile the mines are producing 
as much gold as ever before, and many are 
paying good dividends. Perhaps when the 
June distributions are deducted from prices 
early next month some fresh buying will 
be attracted. Very largely, however, the 
market at present takes its cue from 
Johannesburg, and that centre of late has 
been by no means consistent. 


RUBBER SHARES. 


Evidently there is little chance of any- 
thing in the nature of a revival in Rubber 
shares. At present the disposition is to mark 
time until the end of October, when 
1estriction of production in Malaya will be 
removed, but what will happen then it is im- 

ssible to say. Many companies must find 
it difficult to make good oo with the 
commodity at its present figure, and even 
where a fair dividend would be justified by 
results some companies may elect tu con- 
serve their resourcts as much as possible 
because of the uncertainty of the future. If 
prices of the shares had suffered a decline 
whigh appeared to discount the adverse 
factors as much as the drop in Home Rails 
has done, there would be some inducement 
to buy, on the theory that the worst of the 
depreciation had been witnesséd, but having 
regard to all the circumstances, it can 
scarcely be said that Rubber shares are very 


cheap, even as a gamble,

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THE OUTLOOK. 
Among the prosperous industries of to-day 
that of finance ranks high, and it is, there- 
fore, not surprising that investors who 
realise that large profits are being made 
through the flotation of new companies and 
the emission of fresh capital by existing 
enterprises are anxious to participate in the 
proceeds. But many of the most successful 
issuing houses are private or semi-private 
concerns, and these naturally do not publish 
the results of their operations (says The 
Sunday Times). At the other end of the 
scale are the great financial trusts, whose 
cardinal principles are to avoid undue risk 
and to pay dividends only out of interest on 
their investments, but to employ surplus 
funds in underwriting new capital issues 
which they believe to be sound, apart from 
the ordinary business of investment, which 1s 
the primary reason for their existence. Even 
these trusts, with their great resources and 
unrivalled opportunitiés, occasionally make 
mistakes, but on balance they make large 
profits and pay substantial, though not sen- 
sational, dividends on their ordinary or de- 
ferred stocks. These, as a rule, stand at 
prices which only the wealthy investor can 
afford to pay, and, while showing a modest 
return,offer the chance of participation in valu- 
able capital rights from time to time. For the 
ordinary investor, therefore, the choice re- 
mains of buying the shares of newly-created 
Trusts, and waiting, perhaps, for a year or 
two for dividends, or choosing those com- 
panies of a more speculative type which rely 
rather on financial operations than on their 
investments for profits. Some of these have

From Our Commercran CORRESPONDENT. 


There is a steady tone to note in most sec- 


tions of the provisions trade, and Copenhagen 
has advanced its official butter quotation by 
eight kroner to 298 kroner per 100 kilos, and 
spot prices have advanced accordingly. Both 
bacon and butter prices are greatly In excess 
of those ruling at this time last year, but 
perhaps it is most marked in the Danish com- 
modities which are fully 20s. higher than at 
the same period last year. Irish creameries 
have advanced in sympathy with Scandi- 
navian makes, and although New Zealand is 
scarce and dear Australian is more plentiful. 
The market rules firm, however, ant 

every confidence in the situation. Some of 
the orders now being placed appear to be 
for storing purposes, and there seems to be 
little prospect of any substantial easing in 
prices for some time to come. It would ap- 
pear somewhat anomalous to the man in the 
street that, although there have been much 
larger imports of bacon this year, prices are 
considerably higher, but it must be taken 
into account that for a long time previously 
bacon was comparatively cheap, consequently 
the consumption of this article received ccn- 
siderable stimulus. Moreover at this period 
of the year the cost of bacon generally in- 
creases and prices are maintained at a 
higher level until autumn, when they take a 
downward turn. That the public have had 
the benefit of cheap bacon is shown Ly the 
vastly increased consumption. Aggregate 
supplies are not quite so great as they were 
a short time ago, and the upward movement 
in prices is only in accordance with the 
normal trend of events. Sellers are net 
desirous of raising prices, but such action is 
unavoidable jf demand exceeds the supply. 
The cheese position is also very interesting, 
and there has been something in the nature 
of a sensational advance in New Zea- 
land. This, however, was not altogether 
unexpected. The drought in New Zealand 
has affected production ‘in that country, which 
cannot reasonably be expected to be suffi- 
cient to fill a normal consumptive demand. 
Had it not been for the drought in New 
Zealand the position would have been dif- 
ferent, but the drought on this occasion has 
had a more marked effect on supplies than 
is frequently the case. Demand for eggs rules 
slow. According to reports from Denmark, all 
pickling and storing in that country has ter- 
minated; but the surplus available for export 
continues very small, and there has also been 
a decrease in production, due to the recent 
unfavourable weather.

IS our pleasures as in our work we are 
becoming less and less dependent on 
the seasons.

CHAUCER’S WINTER. 

In Chaucer’s time, and ro doubt for 
many a year after his time, the coming 
of winter meant the beginning of some- 
thing like four months’ imprisonment. 
Roads, bad at the best of seasons, must 
soon have become impassable; sloughs of 
despond must have separated town from 
town as effectually as the sea woul! have 
separated them. Perhaps more certainly, 
for the mariner could bave crept along in 
the night with the stars and the outline 
of the coast to guide him ; but the traveller 
who ventured in the dark to puisue his 
journey along the wintry roads courted 
death. Even armies, eager as they were 
for loot, had to retire from business dur- 
ing the winter; fighting through all the 


seasons of the year was not done, because | 


it could not be done. 

Wanderlust is a desire arising from 
satiety and curiosity. We live on tolerable 
terms with our neighbours; they some- 
times become our friends; but for friend- 
ship’s sake the best of friends must part 
at times. And, however much we admire 
our native place, we want to know what 
the country at the other side of the hill 
is like. Rasselas does not wish to live all 
his davs in the Happy Valley. Not that 
the Happy Valley is to be despised. 
Xavier de Maistre was able to enjoy a 
journey round his room, and Kant, 
voyaging through perilous seas, alone, 
never left the neighbourhood «‘ Konigs- 
berg. De Maistre, however, only made 
the best of an unpleasant situation; when 
the opportunity offered, he travelled far 
from his native Savoy. 


“TRAVELS IN THE MIND. 

Kant, it is probable, had no desire to 
travel. His mind to him a kingdom was. 
If your mind is a kingdom, you, too, will 
be content to stay at home. If you are a 
philosopher or a mathematician—or both, 
as Kant was—you can be bounded in a 
nut-shell and yet count yourself a king 
of infinite space. But, if you are some- 
thing less than a philosopher—if your 
study is men rather than man—you will 
climb out of the Happy Valley, and ex- 
plore the world beyond the mountains. 

The world is wide; where will you turn ? 
If you wish to make the grand tour of 
to-day—the circuit of the globe—we shall 
part company. You are probably chiefly 
interested in making “ records,” in being 
able to say that you have been in more 
countries than your neighbours, that you 
spend more on travel than others; you 
wish to stand as far apart from the herd 
as possible, and you merely succeed in 
being egregious. It is doubtful whether 
you will be worth more, to yourself or to 
the community, when you return than you 
are at present. Your predecessors of the 
seventeenth and ‘eighteenth centuries, 
young fellows who made the grand tour 
of Europe accompanied by tutors, had a 
better chance than you of returning 
enriched in mind. 

GOLDSMITH AS WANDERER. 

The most stolid of young Englishmen 
must have been forced to make com- 
parisons between his country’s social and 
political conditions and the conditions 
of the countries through which he passed. 
Milton had not much reason to be proud 
of the part played by his country in 
European politics while he was growing 


‘up, but every day that he spent in France 


or Italy must have given him reason to 
thank heaven that he had been born an 
Englishman. The struggle between Par- 
liament and Crown had still to be 
decided, but where else in the world had 
such a struggle begun? Goldsmith, the 
philosophic vagabond, who made the 
Grand Tour in his own fashion somethinz 
over a hundred years later, saw nothing 
ridiculous in calling his countrymen the 
lords of human kind. 

He did not admire them unreservedly. 
The independence that they prized so 
highly was sometimes indistinguishable 


* from inhumanity. Goldsmith did not write 


to flatter; if he rated Englishmen highly. 
it was because he had in mind pictures of 
the slave population of most cf the coun- 
tries through which he had tramped. 
When the aged Goethe spoke to his friend 
Eckermann of the young Britons who used 
to visit Weimar, it was their self-posses- 
sion, their savoir-faire—much the same 
characteristics remarked by Goldsmith— 
that the great German admired. There 
were noodles among them, he admitted, 
but, on the whole, they were a fine lot. 
I do not think that Eckermann quite 
approved of the old man’s enthusiasm for 
the foreigners, but he does not seem to 
have watered down the poet’s eulogy. 


GRAY AND WALPOLE. 

The Grand Tour of Europe must have 
been much more of an educational tour 
than the modern rush round the world. 
The traveller had leisure and freedom 
from excessive companionship. For 
mcnths he was alone among people who 
understood neither his language nor his 
wavs. He was a fool or a philosopher, 
if he did not bring home a mind stored 
with strange experiences. He visited the 
home of the world’s culture, and, though 
it was a pity that the Alps stood in his 
way, those dreadful heights cannot but 
heve made a lasting impression on the 
mind of a man who had perhaps never 
seen anything loftier than the Chiltern 
Hills.

Despite its illegality, the ancient game 
of cock-fighting continues to be carried out 
in Ireland, notwithstanding the vigilance 
of the Royal Ulster Constabulary and the 
Civic Guards. Recently the annual battle 
between North and South was waged 
successfully not far from Dublin, and was 
attended by well-known sportsmen. A more 
recent effort, however, to hold a main in 
Co. Fermanagh, close to the Monaghan 
border, was frustrated by the two police 
forces. Spectators of all classes of life 
attend these fights, and much betting is 
done. 

I see that in England nineteen sum- 
monses have been issued in connection 
with a recent surprise visit by police to 
a cock-fight at Old Buckenham, Norfolk. 
As a result several persons, well known in 
the world of sport, have been called on 
to appear at East Harling Police Court 
next Monday. 

The banned pastime also is popular in 
America, and it is stated that fights are 
held almost nightly at secluded spots in 
the State of New Jersey, and in the 
Hudson River Valiey in the State of New 
York. Not long ago New Jersey State 
troopers carried out a dramatic raid on 
a barn where an exciting main was in 
progress. Fifty arrests were made and 
heavy figes were imposed. 


Public Golf Course Scheme. 


Dubliners appear to be particularly Jax 
when their own especial interests are in- 
volved. They subscribe generously to all 
kinds of charities; but when it comes to 
building a large concert hall—a crying 
need—or starting a public golf course— 
invaluable assets to any city—they lag 
behind.

Miss Dockrell, who is a sister of Hayes 
Dockrell, the Dublin University swimmer 
and water-polo international, is a case of 
hereditary talent, for her father was a 
famous swimmer in his day, and she is a 
niece of the late Maurice Dockrell, the 
greatest swimmer we have ever had. 


Dublin’s Street Musicians, 


In my walks around Dublin I have 
been trying to compile an inventory 
of Dublin’s street musicians and 
singers. I noticed that the number 
of singers is fast dwindling; but an old 
bare-headed man, and an old be-shawled 
woman are to be heard regulariy mingling 
their feeble voices on St. Stephen’s Green, 
near the College of Surgeons; while 
another old grey-bearded man still voices 
the charms of Killarney in the South 
Richmond street district. 

Of instrumentalists’ there are manv: 
There are the two old men, one wearing 
glasses, who extract doleful notes from tin 
whistles, and whose stances clash, as both 
of them are to be seen, on and off, in the 
vicinity of Harcourt street. Then there 
is the fife player, and crippled banjoist, 
who also perform on the South side of the 
city; the young woman, accompanied ba 
a little boy, who plays the fiddle on St. 
Stephen’s Green, near the corner of York 
street; the diminutive woman who sits, 
with bent head, on a little stool in the 
gutter and strums a banjo; and the 
player of a dulcimer, one of the most 
ancient of musical instruments, whose 
usual pitch is Fleet street. Also there is 
the boy violinist, who I have heard. play- 
ing in by-streets of the South Circular 
road; the youthful mouth organ player, 
whose favourite haunt is now the Shel- 
bourne Hotel; and the export of the 
bag-pipes, who plays martial airs on the 
Rathmines road. 

But, perhaps the greatest “draw” 
among our street musicians is the British 
Service Men’s Quintette. I heard them 
in South Richmond street the other even- 
ing discoursing popular dance tunes, and 
I was glad to note that coppers flowed 
freely into their collection box. 


An Ideal Island,

THE INTERIOR | 
THE EARTH. 


HOW THE SEASONS 
AFFECT IT. 


-“ 


(By J. R. H.) 


As a depth exceeding seventy or eighty 

feet below the surface seasonal changes 
do not, as a rule, affect the earth’s tem- 
perature. But the temperature, as boring 
operations prove, rises as we penetrate 
deeper into the interior, the rate of in- 
crease bein,; abo:.; one degree Fahrenheit 
for every fifty or sixty feet of descent, and 
at a depth of about fifty miles th~ heat is 
estimated to be so intense that it would 
melt the most refractory substances at 
ordinary pressure. Conclusive proof of 
the interior heat of our planet is afforded 
by the existence of volcanoes and hot 
springs, which are found active even in 
regions covered with snow and ice. Indeed, 
there is good reason to believe that the 
surface of the globe was at one time —in 
the far distant past—intensely hot, and 
that we are living on the merely cooled 
crust of a world with an interior still at 
molten heat. 

In the more northern latitudes, where 
the winters are of terrible severity, the 
frost . penetrates sometimes to extra- 
ordinary distances underground, as in 
Siberia, where the earth has been found 
frozen to a depth of seven or eight 
hundred feet. On the other hand, ‘1 the 
equatorial regions an equitabl> and 
constant temperature seems to prevail all 
the year round at a depth of from two to 
three feet beneath the surface. 


GREENWICH EXPERIMENTS, 


Systematic observations made at Green- 
wich Observatory for a number of years 
serve to show how seasonal changes of 
temperature penetrate into te soil in a 
climate like ours. Earth thermometers. as 
these instruments are called, were sunk to 
various depths below the surface. The 
bulbs of these instruments were ten or 
twelve inches long and two or three inches 
in diameter, and were fixed at depths in 
the soil ranging from about 26 te 3 feet. 

The thermometers, which are furnished 

with long stems, were four in number, the 
lowest being placed in a hole at a depth 
of twenty-four French feet, or : .6 feet in 
English measurement. The instrument 
next above it was at half that depth, while 
the other. two were at depths of six and 
three French feet respectively. The hole, 
which was one foot in diameter in its 
upper half and six inches in its lower, 
was filled with dry sand as the thermo- 
meters were placed in position. 
The liquid used in them was alcohol 
tinged red, which is admirably adapted 
for recording low temperatures. The 
instruments were read by means of scales 
attached to the parts of the tubes which 
were above ground. These projecting parts 
of the instruments were protected by a 
small wooden hut, which sllowed free 
circulation of the air through holes in the 
sides. 


THE WARMEST MONTH, 


These earth thermometers show in a re- 
markable manner how slowly heat waves 
End their way down into the soil. In the 
case of the instrument the centre of whose 
bulb was at a depth of 24 feet, the seasons 
are almost reversed. In this underground 
world, even in, or rather after, periods of 
intense frost at the surface, the tempera- 
ture never descends so low as the freezing 
point of water. At the surface the 
warmest month of the year is usually July, 
with a maximum of 63.4 degrees near the 
middle of the month, but it is not till the 
end of November, or sometimes the first 
week in December, that the maximum 
temperature of the year is reached at a 
depth of about 25 feet. The temperature 
shown then by a thermometer w .ose bulb 
has been sunk to this depth is usually 52 
degrees Fahrenheit. Six months later, or 
about the beginning of June, the same 
instrument registers its lowest tempera- 
ture, which is about 48.5 degrees. 

The range is, therefore, small, amount- 
ing to only three or four degrees for the 
twelve months. Nor are there any of those 
violent fluctuations of temperature such 
as one experienced above ground when the 
mercury soars in the nineties or descends 
below the freezing point. For six months 
the earth thermometer regularly rises, and 
during the other six as regularly falls. 
The increase or decrease from one day to 
the next is only about one-fiftieth of a 
degree, and, if there are any variations in 
the slow rise or fall, they seldom exceed 
twice this trivial amount. As might be 
supposed, the heat of summer takes scarcely 
half the time to reach a depth of 12 
French feet that it requires to penetrate 
twice as far. The warmest time of the 
year, as indicated by a thermometer whose 
bulb has been sunk to a mean depth of 
12.8 feet, is in September, and the coldest 
in March, the extreme variation of 
temperature being from 56 to 46 degrees. 


WARMER IN WINTER. 


The next instrument, which is at half 
the depth in the soil as the preceding one 
(that is 6.4 feet), exhibits the seasonal 
changes of temperature more markedly, 
giving the maximum of 60 degrees in the 
last week of August and the minimum of 
44 degrees towards the end of February. 
In the case of the thermometer sunk to a 
depth of 3.2 feet, the annual changes 
synchronise more closely with thos> experi- 
enced above the surface, the temperature 
being highest about the beginning of 
August and lowest in the first week in 
February, the extremes touching 63 and 
41 degrees respectively, though these 
quantities may vary by two or three 
degrees in different years. Generally 
spe-king, temperatures below the surface 
of the earth are higher in winter and lower 
in summer, within a limited runge, than 
those prevailing above ground, and the 
greater the depth the greater is the differ- 
ence. 

Even in winters of abnormal severity as 
that of 1895, when the mercury fell at 
Greenwich on February 8 to 6.9 degrees, 
or less than 7 degrees above Yahrenheit’s 
‘absolute zero’’—once believed to be the 
greatest possible cold—and when the mean 
temperature of that month was barely 
above 29 degrees, or nearly 3 degrees below 
the freezing point of water, the lowest 
temperatures reached at depths of 12 and 
24 feet in that year slightly exceeded 44 
and 48 degrees respectively.

A_SOUTHERN LETTER 
CORK’S LOST SHIPBUILDING.

From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Sun-ay. 

It now appears virtually certain that 
the Cork City Management Bill will have 
passed through the Oireachtas in all its 
stages before the recess, and that the 
election of the first five members of the 
new’ body will take place in September, 
as had been originally intended by the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health. 

The controversy regarding the measure 
continues. in this city, and, although the 
second reading has been passed, the local 
Labour Party have recommended a series 
of amendments, including one to increase 
the ultimate personnel of the Council from 
fifteen to twenty-one, and another deleting 
the clause under which, in the case of a 
difference of opinion between the Council 
and the City Manager concerning the 
yearly estimate of expenditure, the esti- 
mate is to be held over for a fortnight 
for further consideration. 

At a joint meeting of the two Chambers 
of Commerce in the city during the week 
the members set the seal of their approval 
on the Ministerial measure, and refused 
to accept a number of amendments put 
forward during the discussion, including 
one to divide the city into two or three 
wards and to return all fifteen members 
at the first election. The bill as it stands 
is believed to furnish an indication of the 
Government’s intentions regarding muni- 
cipal authorities in Dublin and elsewhere ; 
but, like Mr. R. S. Anthony, the Labour 
T.D., who objected in the Dail to the 
principle of “trying it on the dog,” Mr. 
R. H. Tilson failed to understand why 
Cork should be called upon to take the 
first risk in this enterprise. 


A HEADLINE FOR IRELAND. 


In moving a resolution requesting the 

Government to withdraw the bill, he said 
that if, as had been contended, the bill 
were a model for local government in 
Ireland, it should be a matter for the 
Minister to bring in a national measure 
to legislate for every city in the Free 
State. He further objected to the freedom 
and Charters of the city being taken away, 
as he believed they would be by that bill, 
and suggested that the power given to the 
City Manager was too great. 
Mr.. J. J. Horgan, solicitor, who 
collaborated in the drafting of the 
measure, said that the bill was perfectly 
clear, inasmuch as it proposed setting up 
a municipal government on the same 
basis as a national government—namely, 
the legislative and executive functions 
were divided into two separate depart- 
ments. To his mind, the bill gives Cork 
an opportunity of getting ahead of every 
other city in Ireland and putting up a 
headline for the whole country. “ We 
have an opportunity,” he added, 
reforming the Local Government system 
on lines that would be suitable to Ire- 
land. While the old system was good, it 
was purely of English tradition, and this 
bill has been drafted in Irish interests 
alone." . 
Sir Stanley Harrington said that the 
bill had been promoted because the rate- 
payers were disgusted with the way things 
went on, and he knew that they were 
virtually unanimous in favour oí the 
measure. 


THE STREET TRADERS. 


The Street: Trading Act (1926), under 
which the City Commissioner (Mr. P. 
Monahan) has prohibited the activities of 
street traders in North Main street and 
other thoroughfares, became operative in 
Cork during last week, but the measure 
will not be enforced until the end of the 
present year. 
Through their representatives, who 
interviewed Mr. Monahan, City Commis- 
sioner, during the week, the traders have 
undertaken to voluntarily leave North 
Main street by that time if they were 
allowed to continue during the interven- 
ing period. Vehicular traffic along this 
street is on the up grade, and the Com- 
missioner states that he was most 
reluctant to grant their request, but he 
also felt that he was bound to go to the 
limit of concession to secure a peaceable 
settlement of this old-standing problem. 
The present street trading in North 
Main street, which has been in existence 
for centuries, has grown to formidable 
proportions of recent years. 


CORPORATION STOCK. 


The recent issue of £106,000 Corpora- 
tion Stock in Cork has now been fully 
taken up. Considerably more than that 
sum was actually tendered for, and a 
large number of the late applications had 
to be refused. The works for which the 
money has been borrowed are now pro- 
ceeding, and considerable progress has

Republican and Democrat. 

Both the great parties in the United 
States are making feverish preparations 
for the Presidential election. The Repub- 
lican Committee is perfecting a system of 
political organisation which will embrace 
every corner of the country, while the 
Democrats, who were later in the field, also 
are losing no time ih the launching of their 
Governor Smith, who, despite 
the fact that he is a Roman Catholic, has 
been chosen almost ‘unanimuusly as the 
Democratic candidate, has scored a distinct 


success at the very outset of his pre- 
He has 


secured as chairman of the National 


Democratic Council Mr. John J. Raskob, 
head of the Finance Committee of the 
General Motors.-Corporation, and one of 
the richest men in the world. Mr. Raskob 
He ~creates 
millionaires, and it is reported that since 
1923 he has been instrumental in the 
elevation of no fewer than eighty citizens 
into the coveted circle whose members 
count their wealth in seven, ahd some- 
times in eight, figures. Most people 
believed that Mr. Raskob was a staunch 
Republican ; for his most intimate friends 
are the Dupont family, who aré pillars of 
the Republican cause. It seems, however, 
has been too his 
commercial affairs to bother about politics, 
and that he. never has been connected 
officially with either of the two parties.

Smith, and, as he never «ces anything by 
halves, his activities on beh«lf of the 
Democratic candidate are likely to exert a 
considerable influence on the outcome of 
next November’s election. 

Mr. Raskob has issued a statement in 
which he outlines':the bread principles 
of the policy that.is likely to be adopted 
by Governor. Smith. Its main plank at 
present is hostility to the administration 
of the prohibition laws. Mr. Raskob 
realises that, in existing circumstances, 
an attempt to repeal the Volstead 
law would be almost fatal to his candi- 
date’s chances at the election ; so he com- 
promises. His statement declares that 
the social conditions of the United States 
have reached such a pitch of decadence 
that they demand immediate correction, 
To that end, he proposes the adoption of 
a scheme for the control of the manufac- 
ture, sale, transportation and consump- 
tion of intoxicating liquor, which will 
enable the law-abiding citizen to take 
drink in his own home, but will prevent 
the revival of the saloon. Every 
citizen of the United States knows 
perfectly well that, if a man wants 
a drink at present, he can secure 
it with very little effort. The writ of 
the “ speak-easy ” runs in every town and 
city, and all that is needed is a certain 
amount of money and a _ catholicity of 
alcoholic taste. Mr. Raskob proposes to 
substitute for the present system of 
“back-stairs’’ drinking a scheme of 
rigidly controlled consumption of alcohol 
which will guarantee proper standards of 
liquor and rob the “bootlegger’’ of his 
néfarious occupation. Governor Smith 
never has concealed his opposition to the 
existing condition of affairs. He and his 
party managers, however, are fully alive 
to the dangers of a whole-hearted “wet” 
policy; consequently, they seem to have 
decided to be “damp.” 

In ordinary circumstances, the chances 
of a Democratic success in the United 
States would be almost negligible. There 
is a more or less permanent majority of 
Republicans of about six to four, and, 
ceteris paribus, the return of their candi- 
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late President Wilson, who was a: Demo- 
crat, was elected on the first docasion not 
because there was a majority of. citizens. 
in his favour, but because the Republican 
vote was split, and on the second occasion 
because, he had managed to keep the 
United States out of the war. Othérwise, 
no Democrat would have had the least 
chance of success. The candidature of 
Governor Smith, however, coupled with 
the personality of Mr. Herbert Hoover, 
the Republican nominee, has introduced 
a new element into the situation. 
Governor Smith is exceedingly popular, 
and his attitude towards the liquor 
problem may gain him many votes that 
normally would go to the. Republicans. 
Mr. Hoover, on the other hand, has man 

enemies. He is regarded with suspicion 
in the Middle West because, as Senator 
Reed declares, he has spent virtually the 
whole of his adult life abroad. . During 
the war he was offered the post of 
Minister for Munitions in England as 
well as a title. This fact has been seized 
by his opponefits, who accuse Mr. Hoover 
of being pro-British, and Senator Reed 
goes so far as to say that if the United 
States must have an Englishman as its 


‘first citizen, he would choose the Prince 


of Wales. This sort of talk seems amus- 
ing to the European; but in the United 
States it is very clever propaganda. If 
the Democrats can convince the “ hicks ”’ 
of the Middle West that Mr. Hoover has 
British, or even European, sympathies, 
they will give their candidate at least a 
“ sporting '” chance of victory.

Dublin in August. 


The month of August promises. to be a 
season of the greatest interest and vivacity 
in Dublin, and all Ireland will share in 
the good things that .are enjoyed in the 
city which remains, in all respects save 
the political, the capital of our common 
island.

The Horse Show, which 
is the greatest social event of the Irish 
year, goes yet farther in its appeal. It 
summons, in the name of the horse, the 
symbol of the social amenities of the older 
Ireland, all who care for the life most 
characteristically Irish, so that all that is 
best in the life of Ireland is brought 
together. If, at the Spring Show. we all 
honour the farmer, who is—or who ought 
to be—the bread-winner of the community, 
we all admit a personal claim in the air 
of sport and good-fellowship which pervades 
the Show now drawing near. Moreover, 
no other event draws to our shores so 
many distinguished visitors, thus bringing 
our country into contact with the sport, 
science and social life of the outer world. 
Immediately after the Horse Show the 
revived Aonach Tdilteann will open for 
its second observance since the days of 
King Roderick O’Connor. Ireland, witha 
fine record in all branches of sport, ought 
to possess ample material and ‘enthusiasm 
wherewith to render a great national 
festival. of sport an occasion of lively 
interest to all that dwell in the country

Crossing the Bar. 


The death of Commodore Sir James 
Charles, captain of the Aquitania, imme- 
diately after his last voyage across the 
Atlantic, is “ dramatic ” in the true sense 
of that often misused word. Commodore 
Charles was one of the most experienced 
captains in the Mercantile Marine. He 
had been at sea for fifty years—since the 
day when, at the age of fifteen. he became 
apprentice to a company running a fleet 
of windjammers. He had crossed the 
Atlantic over seven hundred times, and 
had been awarded the K.B.E. for his 
services in transporting American troops 
to Europe. One of the many noteworthy 
feats of seamanship which he accom- 
plished was to bring the Aquitania in and 
out of port without tugs. On the way 
home from New York, according to his 
officers, the thought of impending retire- 
ment troubled his mind, and he showed 
increasing signs of distress. Before the 
Aquitania reached Cherbourg he was 
taken ill, but refused to leave the bridge 
until the liner actually was brought to 
anchor. Lady Charles saw him carried 
ashore at Southampton in circumstances 
as sad as any in which a commander may 
take leave of his ship, and, ten minutes 
later, he died. This sudden close to an 
honourable career is an instance of how 
an active spirit, accustomed to useful

not known that never again would he 
guide a great ship through the ocean, the 
master of all its movements and of its 
crew and passengers.

| Fashions in Persia. 

_ Europeans who saw King Amanullah 
and Queen Suraya of Afghanistan scarcely 
realised what an unusual sight they were 
witnessing. To have seen the face of a 
high-born Eastern lady, especially of a 
Queen,.in pre-war days was a privilege 
that might have been dearly bought. The 
East is changing one of its most rigid 
customs, but it would be a mistake to 
imagine that the change is complete. In 
Persia a woman may not venture yet to 
show her face in public. “The women 
pardoned. all - except her face,” Byron 
wrote in Don Juan; but in Omar 
Khayyam’s country it is the men who are 
obdurate. A correspondent of the Sunday 
Times informs us that when Queen 
Suraya visited Teheran recently she was 
dressed elegantly in European fashion, 
but the lower part of her face was covered 
by a thin piece of silk. This was a severe 
disappointment to Persian ladies who had 
studied her photographs, as she appeared 
publicly in Paris, London, Berlin, and also 
in Angora; the capital of the new Turkey. 
Persian women if they wish to appear in 
public stil] are compelled to wear the 
‘““schador,’’ a black robe which extends 
from the top of the head to the sole of the 
feet. Illustrated papers and cinemato- 
graph pictures nowadays circulate all over 
the ‘world, and a compulsory fashion such 
as this is not likely to be endured without 
protest. Persia at the moment is in the 
midst of a minor social crisis. The young 
Shah is actively in favour of Paris against 
Teheran fashions. It is reported that 
when some mullahs were rash enough to 
censor the costume of his wife he brought 
them to reason with the help of armed 
police. Against such determined opposi- 
tion on the part of Royalty the “ schador ”’ 
is not likely to hold ifs own in public 
favour.

1 GALLANT RESCUE EFFORTS 
FAIL. 


Two drowning accidents occurred on the 
South Wales coast yesterday. Harry Dyke 
(17) got into difficulties while bathing at 
the mouth of the River Ogwr, and a con- 
stable named Green entered the water, 
fully clothed, in an effort to rescue him. 

Hundreds of people on the beach saw 
the incident, and when the constable him- 
self was thought to be in trouble a human 
chain was formed to help him. He 
managed to reach the beach in safety, but 
was unable to rescue Dyke. 

The other accident occurred at Southern- 
down, where Richard Geoffrey Worsley 
(15), son of Dr. F. W. Worsley, Dean of 
Llandaff, was drowned in sight of fis 
mother.

WHY THE MALMGREN 
PARTY LEFT HIM. 


From “ Tue Times’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
STOCKHOLM, Sunday. 

The Aftonbladet publishes the following 
copyright message, sent by General 
Nobile, dealing: with the circumstances 
which led* Dr. Malmgren and his two 
companions to endeavour to reach North- 
East Land :— 
“These are the circumstances under 
which Dr. Malmgren left us. Offf wire- 
less was working two hours after the 
| crash (on May 25), sending out S.O.S. 
signals unceasingly. Owing to some 
damage to the instruments, the sending of 
signals was broken off for one day, but on 
the evening of May 26th we resumed our 
8.0.8. calls, and continued without 
stopping. day and night, until the morn- 
ing of May 30 without getting any reply 
whatsoever. (It was June 9 before con- 
tact was established with the outside 
world.) Meanwhile. the pack ice came 
and we found ourselves adrift, and the ice 
was undergoing great disturbances. In 
these conditions we considered our posi- 
tion desperate. 
“i was, perhaps, the only one who 
really believed that our signals would one 
day or other be picked up, whilst Dr. 
Malmgren, Major Mariano and Major 
Zappi, on the other hand, considered all 
hope vain. For this reason they decided 
to make their way to North Cape, where 
they hoped to find food, and then send us 
help as quickly as possible. 

THE DEPARTURE. 
“Their departure was fixed for the 
evening of May 30th, and the farewell 
between me and my comrades was both 
painful and moving. We sent them off 
with messages to our families. From our 
tent we followed them as far as Foyn 
Island. In regard to the fate of the party, 
my conviction from the first day was that 
they had not reached the ccust, but re 
mained on the pack ice. At bottom I was 
optimistic, and convinced that my poor 
comrades would some day be picked up. 
“The information has now reached me 
of Mariano’s and Zappi’s rescue, but my 
joy is clouded utterly owing to the great 
pain at the loss of my friend and good 
comrade, Finn Malmgrem. He was a 
scientist of great weight, a man of the 
first order, a brave man, and one of my 
best followers. His fate is regretted, but 
we have all done our best.”

REMARKABLE FEATURES.

‘Ministry registeted 85 degrees, but at 5 
p.m. it had mounted two degrees further. 
The official maximum for London was 
that taken at Kensington Palace at 5 
p.m., since the weather officials do not 
regard the Air Ministry thermometer as 
an official record. The official record was 
86 degrees. 
The area of the heat wave extends 
roughly half-way up England, including 
the. .Midlands,, and. extending further 
north along the East Coast, and dropping 
southwards again towards the West Coast. 
Within this area maximum temperatures 
of over 80 degrees were the rule. 
In the North-West and extreme West 
there were differences of as much as 20 
degrees in the temperature. Morecambe
